It was only a natural and 
loRlcn! conclusion to a ll(e story thai was 
beautiful throughout, even when life ebbed 
away. 

By contrast there is .'^omelhlnc comforllnR 
and reassuring in Mr. Shepherd's departure, 
because death so often comes as a misfortune. 

So many times. It takes a loved one tire- 
mnturoly. perhaps before his mis-sion was 
even started. So many times It leaves a 
family almost helplc.s,s for any number of 
reasons. So many times death Is violent and 
unexpected and as such comes as a horrible 
shock, So many times It denies an Individual 
the added time In which he had hoped to 
make amends with his own con.sclcnce. There 
are so many ways that death can bring; sor- 
rowful recollections. 

Bui It was not so with Mr, Shepherd. He 
■wa.'! the type of man American parents would 
like to have their sons emulate. His was a life 
well spent — a way of IIvIhr that Rave him 
confidence, couraRc, satisfaction and com- 
fort. His accomplishments were Kreat and 
many, his reputation was the best, and his 
friends were countless. Nothing remained un- 
done. Even his 83 years wore far above the 
average span of life. In which to make nil 
his wholesome IIvIpr the more enjoyable. 

All Magic Valley would probably ajrree that 
Mr. Shepherd was Its No. 1 citizen. All Idaho 
and the Inter-mountaln west for that matter 
have rcRardcd him ns an outstanding person- 
ality. He was favorably known throughout 
the land. 

But It would bo thouRhtlcss of us to ,^ny we 
have Buffered a great loss In Mr. Shepherd's 
passing, because that would .Imply we still 
expected him to serve us. As a wldely-known- 
Tcclamatlonlst, financier and civic worker ho 
has already glvtn this country of 'ours more 
than we could reasonably expect from a 
score of men.
